THE MENTAL STRUGGLES OF AN INSPECTOR OF COAL 
MINES, AND GEOLOGY. 


S1r,—It appears that the Geological Society of Manchester rejoices in the 
light diffased among its members by one of Her Most Gracious Majesty’s 
Inspectors of Collieries. Since the early death of the deeply-lamented Mr. 
Mackwortu, the learned societies of the United Kingdom have derived 
but little benefit from the researches and wisdom of the Inspectors of Coal 
Mines. One of them, however, has occasionally emitted some Davy lamp 
like light at the meetings of the Manchester Geological Society. It was 
but very feeble, we admit; yet it was enough to induce the cotton-men to 
admit him into the society, and to listen patiently to the reading of his 
papers. It is true that there were some people who were more amused 
than instructed by the effusions of the worthy Inspector—but, then, was 
not the author an Inspector of Mines, and was he not daily in the bowels 
of the earth, and saw and knew more about its structure than any other 
member of the society? Most undoubtedly; and if he said little that was 
worth remembering, there was no doubt but that he thought the more— 
and so ithas proved. We have now the fruits of Mr. Dickinson’s “ men- 
tal struggles” and conflicting thoughts before us; and we cannot but think 
that both the scientific world and himself would have been vastly benefited 
had he thought less and read more. The paper on “ Modern and Scrip- 
tural Geology” betrays an inexcusable ignorance of all that has been pre- 
viously written upon the subject during the last half century, and takes 
one back to Woopwarp’s theory of the earth, and other such productions 
of a fertile imagination. Accustomed to grope his way in the partially 
lighted recesses of a colliery, the author of this paper appears to have been 
submitted to the same disadvantages in his scientific investigations, and we 
are not, therefore, surprised that in this instance ‘the mountain laboured, 
and a mouse was born.” 

We have all heard of Dr.CoLEnso, how, by applying the elementary rules 
of arithmetic to the Scriptures, he believed he disproved the trath of Holy 
Writ. Mr. Dickinson sticks to orthodoxy, and upholds the Scriptures by 
a ruthless sacrifice of the science of geology. Both of these gentlemen are, 
doubtless, equally near the truth; and the one is nut a whit more absurd 
than the other, although the Bishop is the most notorious, as well as the 
most mischievous, of the two. Yet it strikes us that there is some paral- 
lelism between a Bishop denying the truth of the Bible, and a Government 
Inspector of Mines repudiating the science of Geology. But then, in the 
one case, the Bishop was intent on the conversion of the heathen, but, un- 
fortunately, the heathen converted the Bishop: in the case before us it seems 
that Mr. Dickinson, like the ass between two bundles of hay, was long 
sorely perplexed as to whether he should believe in the Scriptures or in 
geology. Fortunately for the world, the Inspector adhered like a limpet to 
the everlasting rock of orthodoxy, and in this adhesion appears to have 
lost sight of all and everything pertaining to the very strata from which 
he derives his sustenance. From thenceforth he gives up his faith in “all 
modern theories,” and comforts himself in the belief that the world is all 
in the wrong, and that he only is in the right. After weary days and 
nights of mental conflicts, he discovers that pumice-stone might be pro- 
duced by spontaneous combustion,—that all things were originally in a 
watery state,—that even now rocks were so moist that a current of air 
driven through them becomes satyrated. That, if the theory as to sedi- 
mentary rocks were admitted, deposits would be mixed—limestone, salt, 
chalk, and other such deposits, would all be mixed, and would never have 
been found in immense beds. There were no remains of surfaces like that 
which now covered the earth—no beds of rivers; and as to the so-called 
denudation, rocks thousands of feet-—nay, even miles in depth—would be 
wanting to account for the present surface formations. Immense blocks 
of the denuded rocks would have remained. ‘The pebbles and boulders 
were insufficient to account for what have disappeared; besides, a striking 
relationship existed between the pebbles and the underlying and adjacent 
strata. These pebbles, he believed, did not drift by glaciers, but were formed 
on the spot. ‘The Scriptural account of the creation led him to suppose 
that water was the first element; that following the creation of light, which 
was the first day’s work, expansion commenced. Force had thus begun, 
and with the light apparently came chemical action, electrity, magnetism, 
heat, motion, and the like. The waters then divided, part went above and 
part went below, the latter being called the earth. Scripture also told us 
that ever plant of the field and herb of the earth was in the earth before 
it grew; and this would account for fossil remains in whatever part of the 
structure of the earth they might be found. The fossil remains of shells 
were numerons, because “the waters brought forth abundantly;” but the 
winged fowls, which were created on the fifth day, seemed to have escaped, 
because they were made so that they might fly. The animals and man 
seemed, also, to have escaped; though there were markings of what were 
supposed to be foot-prints. Ife considered that the earth was now in the 
same state as it existed after the ‘dividing of the waters;” and the stria- 
tions on surfaee rocks were the result or ordinary friction when in a soft 
state, when the “ waters divided.” 

In the foregoing abstract there is much, we are aware, that our readers 
will impagn or laugh at; but as the paper was read ata meeting of a 
learned society of some reputation, it gives itan importance which its own 
merits do not deserve. ‘The distortion of facts, and the utter absence of 
fair logical deductions from those assumed, are too obvious to require re- 
mark. The Manchester Geological Society has won for itself some repu- 
tation in the scientific world, and we are at a loss to conceive how it could 
have risked its character by permitting the reading of a paper like this. It 
must have been evident to the council or committee of that hitherto respect- 
able society that the paper if read would be derogatory to the society, and we 
are at a loss to conceive how they admitted it. The paper is discreditable 
to the society as well as to its author, and not worth any other notice 
than what we now give it; and in saying this much we dea “7 tenderly

VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

Sir,—I beg to call the attention of “ B. M.” to the following passage 
in his letter of last Saturday’s date: — “ A system of pipes for ventilating 
a large colliery, such as that alluded to by your correspondent, ‘M.E., 
in the Journal of Jan. 16, I consider would be quite inefficient, unless the 
pipes were made of a size approaching to that of the air-ways of a mine; 
and it may be supposed the expense of such pipes would deter anyone 
from adopting them. But small pipes may be used with advantage in 
clearing goaves of gas, as before observed, opening into rarefied air at the 
outer end, which would cause a continued draught through them.” 

What “ B. M.” means by this I cannot possibly conceive. ‘A system 
of pipes for ventilating a colliery” was certainly never proposed by me, 
and in the letter he alludes to as containing such a monstrosity I cannot 
discover the slightest allusion to such a project. The only means I have 
noticed as available for the ventilation of collieries is the use of large air- 
ways and powerful furnaces. Ihave, however, advocated the use of smal 
pipes for the purpose of clearing goaves of gas, and in my letter in the 
Journal of Jan. 30, after giving some actual instances of such drainage, 
and also cases where the gas itself has been utilised, I noticed a proposal 
to lay out the dip workings of a large colliery in such a way as to allow 
this system to be fully carried out; that is, to allow all the goaves to be 
drained of gas by means of a combination of drifts and pipes, and the 
gas to be made use of for lighting the shaft and main intake workings, 
&c. But the ventilation of the colliery I assumed to be carried out in the 
usual manner, by means of large air-ways, &c. Is it possible that ‘‘ B. M.” 
has mistaken the system of gas drainage for a system of ventilation?

GOVERNMENT CERTIFICATES FOR MINE MANAGERS. 


Sir,—The letter of “J. P.,” in last week’s Journal, makes reference to 
the often-talked-of and written-about subject of ‘‘ Government certificates 
for the responsible managers of mines.” In reading this letter I ain led to 
wonder whether ‘' J. P.” is in a position to impress his views in this mat- 
ter upon the understanding and sympathy—and I may add humanity— 
of any influential and conscientious member of the Commons House of 
Parliament. Ineed not say that there are a great many inconsistencies in 
the Legislation of the British Government; but I must say that, to my 
mind, the greatest of all is, in the fact that whilst men who simply have 
an engine to superintend in sea-going steamers must pass through an 
examination, and obtain a certificate, preparatory to entering upon their 
duties, mine managers, who have the lives of scores and hundreds of their 
fellow-creatures depending upon their experience and skill, may, for aught 
the Government cares, be Tom, Dick, Harry, or anybody else. Now, Sir, 
this is really a serious matter. I know it as a fact, and many others know 





it as well as I do, that there are at present in operation modes of ventilat- 


| ing mines in very fiery districts which are morally certain to lead to serious | 
| loss of human life sooner or later, and it is no use whatever pointing out 
the danger in these cases to the managers employed. The adage which 
| says, “ Convince a fool against his will, he’s of the same opinion still,’ 
comes very forcibly into its proper application in these instances. Lord 
Kinnaird, a year ago, said—* I am thoroughly convinced of the import- 
ance of having all mine managers certificated, and of this being made law, 
but I have too much in hand just now to attend to this matter.” From 
the Home Office the stereotyped reply is again and again given—‘‘ The sub- 
ject has been laid before,” &c. * * ‘‘and shall receive due consideration.” 
Since one Member ot Parliament had not time to attend tothe matter, and 
another would not attend to it, and a third thought that the “ thing ” was 
premature, and, whilst the Home Office has been giving it ‘its due con- 
sideration,” hundreds of men’s lives have been sacrificed, which would 
otherwise have been saved. I do most earnestly hope that “‘ J. P.” and 
others will keep writing and talking about this subject, and that you, Sir, 
will keep it before the public in the Mining Journal, so that the.time may 
be hastened when every responsible manager of a mine must hold, from 
legally constituted examiners, a certificate of competency, practical and 
educational, before being allowed to take upon himself the grave and im- 
perative duties of his office. —7vb. 24. VIGILANCE,

Si1r,—Your correspondent, ‘* One who has spent years and his means in 
developing gold in Wales,” ought to be known to me, and claim my sym- 
athy; but not having the honour of his acquaintance, I feel under no ob- 
igation to do his especial bidding. If he happens to be a shareholder in 
Cwmbheisian, he will have received, not the ‘‘ ghost of a report,” but a 
pamphlet of mine of twenty pages, all about Cwmheisian and its position; 
if net s shareholder (as Isuspect), it is no business of his. I went yesterday tothe mine 
with Mr. Henry Thomas, of Goginan (who is inspecting both Cwmheisian and Tyddyn- 
glwadis), to question Capt. Hoskin as to the “ valuable deposit of visible gold,” and 
why he “ kept it quiet;” but found, as I expected, the “ ramour” without foundation. 
However, about 400 yards to the west, in the Gwynfynydd sett, a fine quartz lode, very 
like Clogau, with some splendid visible gold in it, has recently been discovered by Capt. 
Grifith Williams, and kept secret from the proprietors until yesterday, when it was 
uncovered in my presence, This secret fact may have been made to step on the other 
side of the River Mawddaeh into Cwmheisian, and thus give rise to the “rumour.”

GOLD MINING IN WALES. 


Sir,—Being a holder of shares in three Welsh gold mining companies 
to some extent, my attention was naturally attracted by the following sen- 
tence in Mr, J. Y. Watson’s ‘‘ Review of the Progress of Mining for 1863,” 
which appeared in the Journal of Jan, 2 last: —‘‘ In 1862 the market had 
been inundated with gold mines, and, in remarking upon them in my last 
Review, I said, ‘it would not be very difficult to foretell their ending.’ 
These words, I was informed, gave great offence in some quarters; but by this time 
many shareholders will have had experience enough to apply them for themselves.” 
From Mr. Watson’s Review for 1862 it appears that these words were used by him in 
reference to “ Gold Mining in Wales.” Now, [ am at a loss to discover sufficient reason 
either for Mr, Watson expressing his opinion in the first instance, or for his alluding to 
it now as ifjustified by the event. The reason he gives at first is—* A few years ago there 
was the same fever for gold mining in Wales, and it is pretty well known how that 
ended.” But the reason why the attempts mace a few years ago to extract gold profit- 
ably from the Welsh gold mines failed was because they depended for success on making 
the extraction of it from the surface quartz pay, which quartz is to be had in all the 
mines at the present time, and which is now acknowledged to be unprofitable. Nosuch 
deposits of gold, worth 1200/, per fathom, were discovered then as have been lately, twice 
over, in the Vigra and Clogau, with such profitable results. It is on meeting such shoots 
or bunches as these that the shareholders in the Welsh gold mines now n..inly depend 
for success, And how can Mr. Watson or anyone else tell from the mere surface scratch- 
ing which there has been time to make hitherto in the other mines that they will not 
eventually be found there? Is it not reasonable to suppose that when numberless lodes, 
of a precisely simi!ar description to that in which these deposits have been found—show- 
ing, too, similar indications, and occurring in similar formations—are present, that some 
or many of them when explored will produce the same? Iam not aware that any of 
the other mines have been worked to the depth of the Vigra and Clogau, and think it 
highly improbable that any of them have been to the depth of the deep adit, in which 
the last deposit was found. What would Mr. Watson say to a person who advised the 
adventurers to give up a copper or even a lead mine at the end of a year or so, because 
it only produced “ stones of ore, but not to value,” which 1s analogous to the state in 
which many of the Welsh gold mines now are. 

Certainly a great deal of bosh appeared in several prospectuses about the quartz being 
sufficiently rich ‘hroughout to be profitably worked, expected to produce half an ounce 
to the ton, on an average, and so on; and analysis of samples, which, if they came from 
the ground at all, must have been picked ones, were put forward to prove it, prepara- 
tions being made by more than one company to work on this basis. Had Mr, Watson 
confined himself to exposing the humbug of this, no objection could have been made to 
his doing so. 

I take the present opportunity of hoping that the directors of the Dolfrwynog and East 
Clogau Ci ies have sufficient grounds, founded on analysis of the average of the poor 
quartz they are at present getting, for going to the expenss of erecting Britten’s pans 
and amalgamating machinery, which they are about; and that they are not committing 
the same mistake that was made by the Cambrian Consols, which company went to a 
large outlay in erecting reduction-works, and engaging an officer to superintend them, 
before quartz which had a shadow of a chance of paying had been found. The money 
that was thus expended ought to have been reserved for opening up the ground, and 
seeking for those rich deposits which are the only ones that have hitherto paid in Wales,

BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURE. 


Srr,—I am placed at some disadvantage in carrying on my discussion 
with Mr, Heidtmann, through his permitting my letters to remain un- 
answered until at least some part of their contents have been forgotten, and 
by his then inferring that I have treated him unfairly, though a comparison 
of my letters with his version of extracts from them would readily remove 
the impression. Mr. Heidtmann, almost without exception, avoids deny- 
ing the accuracy of my statements, so that I think it might almost be left to the readers 
of the Journal to decide whether I have not proved that it is most undesirable that they 
should hope for profit from working German mines. With these few preliminary re- 
marks, I will proceed to reply, as briefly as possible, to Mr. Heidtmann’s last letter. 

Mr. Heldtmann admits that the Hibernia is little more than a private partnership; yet 
this is the only successful company (?) he has alluded to. Again, he says that I am 
wroug in stating that the Hibernia seams are moderately flat; I maintain that they are 
so, and that the Shamrock, where they are tilted, is a far less valuable colliery. I fur- 
ther maintain that the Hibernia profits for 1863 show a diminution (though the profits 
of British collieries during the same period have iderably i d); whether the 
diminution be material is, of course, dependent upon tke feelings of the partners in the 
colliery. When I compared the German coal seams to closely-packed V4, I did not 
allude to the faulting so mach as to the enormous dip, which even Mr. Heidtmann admits 
to be 57° to 63°, Asa familiar example, I may state that this is an angle equal to that 
at which a builder would place a ladder against a house to reach the roof.

Meetings of Public Gompanies,

15s. per oz., being the amount which had been realised in 
previous sales; there was reason, however, to hope that it would realise a larger sum 
—say 37. 16s. As regards the arrears upon the last call, he was glad to be in a position 
to state that there were none. With respect to the new machinery, he believed its 
whole cost had been included in the bal sheet. Of course, the cost of the Hongarian 
pans, and the other appliances, would be included in the accounts to be submitted in 
June—as compared, however, with the former outlay, that cost would be inconsiderable, 
As regards the law costs, the total amount, irrespective of expenses consequent upon the 
suit instituted by Mr. Readwin, was about 40/., which was for the whole year. The whole 
or none of the cost in this suit might have to be paid at the termination. The amount 
was put down as a liability, but as there could be no doubt the equity of the case was 
with the company, the greater part, if not the whole, of the amount might be recovered. 
Mr. WILSON enquired if the sult was against the company, or individuals ?———Mr. 
GILLMAN said the company were parties, and were, therefore, compelled to answer the 
suit.——-Mr. WILson thought that the directors might have replaced a proportion of 
the old machinery, so as to have reduced sufficient quartz to have continued the payment 
of dividends, and to have averted the necessity for making acal!. Had such a course 
as that been adopted the depreciation in the value of the shares would not have taken 
place. ——Mr. Dupuy could not concur with the last speaker, for it was almost too 
much to expect that dividends could have been paid when there was no ore to produce 
gold. He had carefully watched the progress of the mine, and it appeared to him that 
everything was satisfactory and encouraging—satisfactory as respects the past, and 
highly encouraging as to the future. He considered the whole of the shareholders were 
greatly indebted to the deputation, and particularly to that member of the board who, 
at great personal sacrifice, proceeded to Hungary to obtain information which could not 
fail to benefit everyone interested in the undertaking. 
The CHatrMAn, in answer to a question, stated that the result from the Berdan’s pans 
had not equalled expectations. As regards the Hungarian process, which had been in 
use for centuries, although the directors believed that they had hit upon the right sys- 
tem, yet they did not purpose to put up at present anything like the number of pans that 
they hope to do hereafter. There was one thing that was of considerable importance, 
which was this—that the directors believed large dividends would be paid if no rich ore 
were found. He believed from poor ore alone very large dividends would be paid, At 
the present time, however, they were realising such extraordinary results from their 
rich ore, as to justify them in saying that the Vigra and Clogau was the richest gold 
mine in the worj¢d. Another important fact was that the yield from the poor ore was 
being gradually improved. 
Mr, GILLMAN, in reply to a question, said that the reason new machinery was adopted 
was because with the old a great deal of gold was wasted.——The CHAIRMAN, referring 
to the statement that a certain portion might have been kept in operation so as to have 
continued the payment of dividends, stated that it was absolutely necessary to entirely 
remove the old machinery before the new could be erected, as the latter was erected 
upon the same site as the former. 
Mr. Gritman said that the stamps sent from Cornwall were working advantageously. 
The Cuatrman said that the poor ores yielded 12 dwts. to the ton, which would pay 
very large dividends. There were specimens of ore, to be seen at the offices of the com- 
pany, which contained 600 and 700 ozs, of gold to the ton, but there were others that 
contained but a few ounces. 

The report and ts were adopted unanimously. 
Messrs. Martin and Ashurst, the retiring directors, were re-elected.

[Ic (the Chairman) was not at liberty to publish the 
name of the writer, as the letter was a private one, but he might read the following 
extracts :— 
Feb, 23.—Upon examination of the Clogau Mine, I found the shoot of gold to be in- 
clining westward; it may alter its direction, but at present there are no indications 
of it doing so, excepting, I think, itis looking better now than ever I sawit before. I 
mentioned that at the finding I thought the lode to be worth from 1200/. to 15007. per 
fathom, but I now see that I underrated it—it is worth a great deal more.

The following reports were read :— 


Feb. 17.—The prospects of this mine have for some time been gradually improving: 
some three months ago, while stoping away a piece of lode in the back of the 10, west 
of the engine-shaft, we discovered that we were only carrying a portion of the lode, and 
that those who worked this part of the mine before us had done the same. Certain features 
presenting themselves, indicating a deposit of ore to the south of our former operations, 
we foliowed them downwards, and this portion of the lode has gradually improved from 
a produce of from 5 to 6 cwts. of silver-lead ore per fm. up to its present yield of from 
1% to 2 tons of rich ore per fathom cubic.

The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 


At the general meeting, held on Jaly 11, 1863, a proposition was made that, to meet 
the requirements of the mine, a wheel should be purchased and forthwith erected. It 
was subsequently found, however, that difficulties might arise with the several lords 
through whose land the water would have to be brought, which, combined with the fact 
that the lode in the eastern and western ends had temporarily decreased in value, in duced 
yoar directors to defer the erection of the machinery until aseason arrived when no doubt 
could be entertained of the permanent productiveness of your property.

The CuatrMANn said -he had considerable pleasure in meeting his co-shareholders on 
the present occasion, as it contrasted most favourably with a previous period, when the 
operations were being prosecuted under very great disadvantages, and under great dis- 
couragement. Prosper was now beginning to show itself in its trae aspect. He and 
others had always entertained a good opinion of the property, but many circumstances 
had occurred which militated against its progress. At the present time, however, there 
were more than indications to warrant them in believing they were about to be well 
rewarded for their perseverance. (Hear, hear.) He could but congratulate every one 
connected with the enterprise upon its altered and highly encouraging prospects. A 
short time since an accident occurred to the machinery--a suspicion had arisen that it 
probably might have been occasioned by negligence, but an enq had been made, 
and the very opposite was found to be the case; for the engineman was not only at his 
post, but by his prompt action in seizing the nozzle prevented the engine making its 
return stroke, and thereby a serious result was averted. 

Mr. Wescoms stated that when he accepted the pursership there was a total liability 
of 9000/., and nearly 1000 shares had been relinquished, in addition to which the mine 
was very poor. The first order he gave after his acceptance of the office was that every 
shaft should be sunk and every level driven with all possible dispatch. The returns 
of tin and copper in 1861 realised 1101/.; in 1862, 3500/.; and in 1863,05,828. The 
sinking of the several shafts had, of course, involved the necessity of a large outlay for 
pitwork, &c.; but every expense had been charged in the menthly cost-sheets, and he 
was not aware of a single shilling liability uncharged in the accounts, which were 
made upto the end of December. As regards the profit realised during the past quarter, 
which, as seen in the accounts, amounted to 1154/., in his general statement, although 
he had charged all the cost-sheets paid, he had not included the last sale of copper ore, 
amounting to 1454/., nor 4497. worth of tin.

Remarks.—Two events have occurred during the past week which will 
have a salutary influence upon the Metal Market. The first is the ac- 
ceptance by Austria and Prussia of the proposal made by our Government 
for a conference on the Danish question; and although they have not con- 
sented to an armistice during the conference, yet it holds out hopes that a 
settlement may be come to, by which the present war may be brought to 
a termination, and thereby the fears entertained of a general European 
war may subside. ‘The other is the reduction, on Thursday last, of the 
Bank rate of discount to 6 per cent. This is very satisfactory, and fol- 
lowing, as it does, the former reduction at a fortnight’s interval only, af- 
fords anticipations that even a lower rate may be seen at no distant day. 
Both these events will act favourably upon the metal trade, and will tend 
to restore that animation which has now been suspended for some time; 
and the reduction of the Bank rate, especially, will remove a weight which 
has been pressing very wemry | upon commercial affairs generally. Of 
course, it cannot be expected that any very immediate results will follow; 
but we have no doubt, unless something unforeseen should occur, that 
gradually the metal trade will return to its former activity and vigour. 

Corrrer.—A rather better feeling is springing up in this metal. The 
Money Market having become easier, combined with the more favourable 
accounts from India, have caused rather more orders to appear in the 
market; and although purchases can yet be made under smelters’ prices, 
in the event of a good supply of orders coming in, second-hand parcels 
would soon be cleared off, and buyers would then have to pay full prices, 
which, under those circumstances, would become firm. 

Iron.—Orders are still coming in for various kinds of iron, especially 
from America. All the large works have still orders on hand. One 
ground of confidence in the permanence of prices is that wages are so high, 
and labour so scarce. Coal, too, is very dear, and it is clear that at pre- 
sent makers of finished iron, who have to buy their pigs and coal, are 
making less profit than when prices were 50s. per ton lower than now. 
The last advices from Australia are satisfactory, and bring fair orders for 
iron, while from India the orders are smal], and buyers there still act with 
great caution. Swedish iron still maintains its position, and is likely to 
do so for some short time longer. The downward course of Scotch pig- 
iron has continued during the week, with but slight variations. At the 
commencement of the week large sales took place, supposed to be princi- 
pally for Southern account, and prices declined to 59s. 14d. cash, and 
60s. 9d, three months. A still further decline occurred, caused in a great 
measure by the pressure to arrange contracts falling due, and prices fell 
to 59s. cash, and 60s, 6d. three months. A slight reaction, however, af- 
terwards occurred, and transactions took place at 60s. cash, and 61s. 6d. 
three months, sellers holding for 60s. 3d. cash, and 61s. 9d. three months, 
This unfortunately, however, did not last, notwithstanding the reduction 
of the Bank rate; and the last advices from Glasgow inform us that dur- 
ing the forenoon a moderate business was done at 60s. cash, and 60s.

one month, but during late "Change a slight panic prevailed, and trans- 
actions took place at 59s, 3d. cash, and 59s, 74d. one month, recover- 
ing to the extent of 14d. per ton before close, when quotations were 
59s.

The returns from the Board of Trade for the month, and the 12 months, 
ending Dec. 31 have at length been issued; but the peculiar manner in 
which this annual return is withheld, that certain parliamentary forms 
may be complied with, renders them of much less importance than they 
otherwise would be, as the greater part of the information they furnish, as 
regards the respective branches of our trade, has been given, in some mea- 
sure, in the various mercantile circulars and such-like documents. 

We find that the total declared value of the exports of the United King- 
dom for the year 1863 was 146,489,7681., againct 123,992,264/. in 1862, 
Sumenty an excess of 22,497,504/.; while for the month of December 
the value was 14,354,400/., against 10,807,033/. for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1862, which is an increase of 3,547,367/., or equal to upwards of 
424 millions for the twelve months. The defined augmentation of nearly 
23 millions is, however, a most remarkable matter, and shows how extra- 
ordinarily every department of British industry continues to expand. 

Articles identified with the mining interes:s show a corresponding im- 
provement, except in two cases only, coals having fallen off to the extent of 
42,6461., the difference between 3,750,867. and 3,708,221/.; and lead 
4280/., the difference between 939,1217. and 934,841/.; being together only 
46,926/., which, being deducted from the increase in the other heads, of 
4,526,448/., leaves a balance increase of 4,479,522/., or nearly one-fourth 
of the entire increase in the general account of 22,497,504/. The total 
value for the 12 months of 1862 was 81,771,6717., while for 1363 it is 
declared at 36,251,1937., or about one-fourth also of the general total of 


| 146,489,7682. The increase in iron is 1,655,698/.; in copper, 1,306,2582.; 
| in wareand cutlery, 1,032,8842.; in machinery, 272,350U. ; in tin-plates, 
99,1852.; in steel, 86,9737.; in brass, 37,291/.; in tin unwrought, 31,0197; 
and in zinc, 47901. 

The trade in the precious metals shows a balance in favour of this country 
of 3,486,7541., the imports for the 12 months having been 30,080,794, 
while the exports were only 26,544,0402. Some of the items are most 
striking. To the United States we exported only 54,1952. during the year 
in bullion and specie, in 1862 we sent 37,528/., but in 1861 the total was 
7,381,9537. The imports are in the inverse sense. Daring 1863 we re- 
ceived 8,147,524/., in 1862 we imported 10,064,162/., and in 1861 we had 
only 66,6837. ‘These figures tell a commercial tale which ought to have 
its weight on the other side of the Atlantic, but it seems hopeless to ex- 
pect any cessation of intestine warfare while the present rulers have sway 
in the United States. Our largest amount of imports during the year was 
from Mexico, being 10,548,060/., against 379,335/. exported to that coun- 
try. To Egypt we sent 12,289,430/., in transit, of course, to India and 
China, and obtained only 18,0867. To France we exported 4,760,9841., 
but obtained 1,444,2707. from our neighbours. To Spain we forwarded 
1,058,8262., against only 89427. received. From Australia, on the other 
hand, we had 5,995,441/., and exported only 21,3827, 








SPELTER. 
An active speculation having recently sprung up in this article, and a 
considerable advance in price having been established, it may not be unin- 
teresting to glance at the course of prices in past years. In 1853, the com- 
mencement of the last active period in the metal trade, the stock of spelter 
in London was as high as 13,000 tons, the whole stock in England being, 
probably, 20,000 tons. The price in that year advanced from 20/. 10s. 
to 247. 10s.; the stock in December being 10,600 tons in London. The 
whole extent of the trade in 1853 was 65,000 tons of all kinds; since then 
it has steadily grown, and now amounts annually to 105,000 tons in all 
Europe. The stock in England at the beginning of 1864 was 5400 tons 
in London, and about 3500 tons at the outports—say 9000 tons in all: 
since then the speculative advance in price has attracted supplies from all 
quarters, and it now, probably, amounts to about 11,000 tons—about half 
the stock in 1853, with an increase of sixty per cent. in the extent of the 
trade since that time. On the Continent the stocks are unprecedentedly 


small; and in Hamburg there are now only 700 tons, against 5000 tons in the 
beginning of 1863, The whole stocks in Europe, including England, are 
estimated at 16,000 tons of all kinds, being less than two months’ consump- 
From 1853 to 1857 stocks steadily declined, the quantity in London 
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During this time there was no interference with any of the sources of 
supply, such as may now arise from the Dano-German difficulty, and pos- 


sible further complications, It is estimated by competent parties that the 
abstraction of miners to serve in the war already represents a decline of 
about 10 per cent. in the production of Silesian and Rhenish spelter. It 
is further to be noted that recent prices have been wholly unremunerative, 
none of the Silesian companies having paid any dividend for some years, 
and from this cause one of them has recently discontinued operations. The 
largest of these companies, which has hitherto exported 10,000 tons per 
annum, has just erected extensive zinc-rolling mills, which will use 6000 
tons per annum, and are expected shortly to absorb their whole output of 
spelter to meet the increasing demand for manufactured zinc in Germany. 

The number of schemes set afloat in 1863, tending to foster enterprise, 
is beyond all precedent; and it may, therefore, be reasonably expected that 
the effect upon the demand for metals, during the period of activity which 
invariably follows cheap money, and the formation of such schemes, will 
be proportionately great. Yet we are entering upon such a period with a 
stock of spelter only half, and, relatively to the extent of the trade, actually 
less than one-third of the stock in 1853. 

It may be useful to contrast the position of this metal with that of Scotch 
pig-iron, of which there is a supply on hand at the places of production 
alone equal to eight months’ requirements; yet so confident, and justly so, 
are the public of the prospects of demand for the next few years, that the 
price recently advanced forty per cent.; and although now suffering from a 
reaction of speculation, a renewed rise, ere long, is confidently looked for. 








COAL TRAFFIC ON RAILWAYS. 


One of the most severe committee-room struggles of the present session 
will be between the Great Eastern and Great Northern Companies for the 
coal traffic of the North. Our readers scarcely require to be informed that 
the Great Eastern Company has projected a line called the “‘ Great Eastern 
(Northern Junction),” which, running from St. Ives, in Cambridgeshire, 
to Askerne, in Yorkshire, would enable the company to place the eastern 
districts of the metropolis in more direct communicaton with the South 
Yorkshire coal fields, and bring a large and very acceptable additional re- 
venue into its coffers. The Great Northern has fired up at what it calls 
an invasion of its territory, and what the French would style a concurrence 
acharnée, or a concurrence a Voutrance, has now commenced between 
the companies, in which the Great Northern, relying on its superior credit 
and monetary resources, hopes to win. On Saturdny, Mr. Packe, at the 
half-yearly meeting of the Great Northern, taunted the Great Eastern 
with an expression of wonder as to where the money required for the de- 
velopment of the new scheme was to come from; but, in the same breath, 
he stated that he had endeavoured the get the Great Eastern (Northern 
Junction) bill thrown out by means of the new parliamentary “dodge” — 
sudden, and perhaps unexpected, opposition on the second reading; so that, 
in his heart of hearts, he does not scem to regard the Great Eastern as such a 
very despicable opponent after all. The fact is, the Great Eastern ought 
to be allowed an opportunity of retrieving its position; and it is calculated 
that the new line would bring up its present 24 per cent. dividend to about 
3} or 35 per cent., besides proving—what, perhaps, in the public interest 
should be regarded as a matter of more importance—a considerable advan- 
tage to the industrial establishments of East London, many of which will, 
if the Great Eastern carries the day, have coal brought to their very doors, 
thus avoiding the serious expenses of carting it through choked-up me- 
tropolitan streets. The Great Northern talks about an invasion of ter- 
ritory, and one speaker, at the half-yearly meeting on Saturday, amusingly 
declared that ‘the attacks to which the company was subjected in Parlia- 
ment were a disgrace to a civilised country.” Why, what is the Great 
Northern board itself doing? Is it not at this moment lending the London, 
Chatham, and Dover 300,000/., at 34 per cent., to enable that concern to 
spoil Ludgate-hill, and, under the very shadow of St. Paul’s Cathedral, to 
ran the Great Northern’s heavy trains of coal and merchandise into the 
South, thereby “invading the territory” of the South-Eastern. We do 
not particularly blame the Great Northern board for this; on the con- 
trary, we can but admire the ingenuity and boldness which will carry 
Yorkshire coal quite through the heart of London—although the dwellers 
on Ludgate-hill, Farringdon-street, and New Bridge-street will not bless 
the Great Northern and London, Chatham, and Dover Companies very 
heartily or cordially, as their sluambers are broken at all hours of the night 
by the clank and rattle of coal-trucks, and the hoarse rush of locomotives 
— into the smiling provinces of the South, and even ship them from Dover 
to France or Spain. Only the Great Northern board should remember 
that “law was made for every degree,” and that when they rush into 
South-Eastern territory, they must not grumble if the Great Eastern seeks 
to entrench upon theirs. Further, we might fairly ask the Great Northern 
directors whether they have not declared war against the Great Eastern, 
as they are seeking to establish an independent station of their own at 
Cambridge, while they have nearly carried through a line to Lynn, and 
are seeking powers to make one to Norwich? Surely this is ‘invasion of 
territory ’’ which has always been admitted to belong to the Great Eastern. 

Leaving the Great Eastern and Great Northern to fight out matters as 
best they may, we may cast a glance further north, and direct attention 
for a moment to the struggle which appears to be impending between the 
North British Company on the one hand and the Caledonian on the other. 
The North British is an ambitious company; although its dividends are 
small, its projects (as usual in such cases) are large. This company has 
secured the east coast of Scotland, but finds that it has got, at a very con- 
siderable outlay of capital, a very poor bargain, as its 400 and odd miles 
of line return weekly little more than half the amount acquired by the 230 
miles forming the Caledonian network, What, then, is the North British 





going todo? Why, it is going to “invade the territory ” of the Caledo- 
nian, and it is secking to obtain a direct line to Glasgow, under the title 
of the North British and Glasgow Junction Railway, by which it hopes, 
doubtless, to pour some of the Canobie coal into the busy metropolis of the 
West of Scotland. It is clear that as every great English trunk system 
must have access with the metropolis, so no Scotch railway is good for any- 
thing which is not in communication with Glasgow. It has been said again 
and again that Paris is France, and so Lanarkshire is virtually Scotland. 
The question now ripe for the decision of a committee is, shall the poor 
struggling North British be allowed to obtain entrance into this Scotch 
paradise. The rich and powerful Caledonian, just as jealous of a poor 
neighbour as the magnates of King-cross, says “‘ No;” but wi!l Parliament, 
which ought to aid the weak against the strong, and look above all things 
to the public interest, say ‘‘ No” also ? 








The activity of the Belgian market continues very marked as regards 
merchants’ irons, plates, and refining pig. Of this last article the stocks 
are completely exhausted, and the forges maintain prices firmly at 32. 6s. 

r ton for hard iron, and 3/. to 32. 2s. per ton for tender iron in the Char 
eroi group. Casting pig is more quiet; if superior qualities remain at 
relatively satisfactory prices, it is not the same with inferior qualities, the 
demand for which is not sufficiently sustained or active. This arises, in a great mea- 
sure, from the little work which prevails in the construction workshops. The Ransart 
rolling-works have just been put in activity again, under the direction of M, Bayet, en- 
gineer, of Marchienne-au-Pont. In merchants’ irons and rails there is a great deal of 
animation. If we may believe a report which has obtained currency of late in indus- 
trial circles, the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg proposes to estabiish an export duty on 
minettes. Notwithstanding, however, the persistency with which this rumour is re- 
peated, many persons find it difficult to credit it, as it is in contradiction with the eco- 
nomic ideas and opinions now generally admitted. There is a tendency to a fall in 
woods destined for colliery purposes. The deliveries of coal by railway and water have 
been very important of late, and prices begin to reflect the lively demand, At Liége, 
the prices of pig have exhibited much firmness, and have even been “ majorated” tothe 
extent of 2s. per ton in some cases. An important adjudication for rails and various 
accessory matériel required for the Madrid, Saragossa, and Alicante Railway Company, 
has just been made. The Anzin Company (French department of the Nord) offered te 
supply rails delivered at Alicante at 7/. 18s. 5d. per ton; the Creuzot Works (Frenctt 
department of the Safne-et-Loire) at 8/. 3s. 2d. per ton; the Ballerey Company at 
81. 12s, 2d. per ton; the Ebbw Vale Company at 87. 18s. 9d, per ton; the Forsan Com- 
pany at 9/7. 2s. per ton; Messrs. Bolckow and Vaughan, of Middlesbro’, at 91. 2s, per 
ton; M. de Wendel, of Hayange, at 9/. 3s. 2d. per ton; and another English house at 
97. 16s. 11d, per ton, The French firms, it will be seen, completely distanced their 
English competitors, the Anzin Works being 1/. 0s. 4d. per ton below the Ebbw Vale 
Company, and 1/. 3s. 7d, per ton below Messrs. Bolckow and Vaughan. It is only na- 
tura!, however, that this should be the case under present circumstances, as the French 
metallurgical market has remained ina sluggish state, while the English has witnessed 
aconsiderable rise in prices, Now that France is on the eveof being united to Spain by 
railways—that is, now that the formidable natural obstacle of the Pyrenees is on the 
eve of being overcome, although there will still be another difficulty experienced in the 
anfortunate break of guage, which, for some reason or other (perhaps political) has been 
allowed to arise between the Southern of France and Northern of Spain systems—the 
French iron trade ought to be able to cultivate an extended outlet in the Peninsula, and 
the French firms are doubtless too shrewd and observant to let any opportunity slip. 
But the Pyrenees will not be overcome, despite all the efforts of {he contractors now ens 
gaged on the last section of the Northern of Spain Railway (Messrs. Ernest Gouin ad 
Co.), before September and October; and, probably, an effective goods service will not be 
established until the spring of 1865. The deliveries of the rails now contracted for will, 
we presume, then be effected by sea. A point of interest in connection with this sub- 
ject for English readers is the difference of 3s. 3d. per ton between the tenders sent in 
by the Ebbw Vale Company and Messrs. Bolckow and Vaughan. 

We have laid some stress on the dulness of the French market. It seems 
probable, however, that more animation will now prevail, Thus, the last 
fair of forgemasters led to a rise of 8s. per ton in pig, and this advance has 
been followed by an augmentation of 16s. per ton in the prices of fine irons 
from the Franche-Comté, while, as a natural consequence, there has been a proportional 
improvement in other articles. At St. Dizier, pig i oted at 47. 1€s. to 4/, 18s., and 
even 5/., per ton; several important lots have been Wold at 4/, 16s. per ton, at which 
price there remained offers. Irons appear to be a little more in demand. Rolled, first 
class, is quoted 9/7. 4s.; sheets, first-class, 97. 12s, ; special irons, first-class, 92. 4s.; ham 
mered irons, 107. 8s. to 102. 12s, ; and axles, 117. 4s, to 117. 88. per ton. Second fusiott 
pig, Bayard mark, is easily placed at 4/. 16s. per ton (No. 1); the good quality of thia 
pig is now perfectly established, and a considerable outlet has been opened for it in the 
East of France. We may note quotations for metals at Marseilles as follows :—Swedish 
steel, in warehouse, 197. 4s, per ton (No. 1); Trieste steel, 23/7. 4s. per ton (No. 1); 
Spanish sopper (consumption), 104/. per ton; English iron, in warehouse, 8, 16s, per 
ton; English pig, in warehouse, 5/, 2s. per ton; lead in saumons, first fusion, in ware- 
house, 19/7, 12s. per ton; ditto, second fusion, in warehouse, 19/. 4s. per ton; ditto in 
shot, in warehouse, 21/. J2s. per ton; rolledand in pipes, in warehouse, 21/, 12s. perton; 
rolled zinc, in warehouse, 30/. per ton, The company recently formed in France 
for developing steam navigation on canals has Just held its frst annaal meeting, under 
the presidency of M. Godeaux, Chairman of the Council of Surveillance. This enterprise 
has so many points of interest for those engaged in mining and metallurgical pursuits 
that we may, perhaps, be permitted to refer to it in some little detail, According to a 
report presented by M. Daubigny, of the pany, it appears that the contracts 
entered into for the construction of the boats required have been concluded on very ad- 
vantageous terms, not only with respect to cheapness, but also as regards excellence of 
construction, The house of Joly,of Argenteuil, has undertaken the delivery of the hulls 
of 16 boats, with their boilers. Contracts with M. Lacroix secure, again, the delivery of 
16 engines, with all their accessories, each of 16-horse power, which may be increased, 
if necessary, to 25-horse power. As regards the present condftion of the steamers which 
are to perform the navigation service, three are now engaged in navigation, two are at 
Rouen, with their engines ready to be put in activity, threeothers are about to be fitted 
with their engines, two others will be shortly launched, two others are in an advanced 
state, and the construction of the remaining four will be proceeded with as soon as 
warmer weather enables work to be more actively resumed. As regards the present 
state of the working arrangements, it is stated that nothing has been neglected to enable 
proportionately large cargoes to be carried at very cheap rates. A comparison of the 
receipts and expenses of each boat shows a profit of about 19/. 83, per voyage. As regards 
the financial position of the company, it appears that the receipis on capital account to 
Dec. 31, 1863, amounted to 43,4751 , of which the company had expended 28,729/., leaving 
a balance of 14,7461., while 10,6851. is expected from further calls, making a total of 25,4311, 
M. Duclos, a civil engineer, asserts he has devised a process for extracting steel directly 
from iron mineral. It differs little in principle from previously known systems; but, not- 
withstanding that, it offers some points of sufficient novelty to deserve to be noticed. The 
apparatus of M. Duclos, which is not very costly, consists of a furnace resembling a re- 
heating furnace, and traversed by a series of earthen pipes, manufactured with a by- 
draulic press. These pipes, laid vertically in the furnace, are charged from the top of it, 
and are emptied below the sole-plate by opening a door on hinges fixed below each of 
them. The pipes, on being mixed with coal, and filled with mineral, are covered with 
a cone,and progressively warmed. At the desired temperature the disoxidation {s effected 
by the contact of the mineral and coal, and each cone is surmounted by a flame of oxide 
of carbon, which indicates the progress of the operation. On the extinction of this 
flame it is found that the mineral is reduced to iron; and if operations are then con- 
tinued, the iron is cemented and steel is obtained. Such is the process which gives at 
pleasure iron or stee!, according to the more or less prolonged contact of the mineral and 
the coal. To assist the reduction and fusion of gangues, the author of the process intro- 
duces dissolvents, among which may be mentioned chlorure of manganese, If the ml- 
neral is poor and attached to gangues the new system will not so readily apply to it, 
but it must be submitted to complicated mechanical preparations. The Journal des 
Mines sums up the prospects of business affairs in France as follows :—‘* While confin- 
ing ourselves within the circle of the industrial questions which exclusively ocoupy us, 
we may observe that never at any period has the spirit of speculation svown itself more 
aisposed to undertake vast operations. Should doubts clear away, so as to enable the 
future to be regarded with security, we shall see projects, works, and speculations of all 
kinds multiplied. If external pre-occupations do not interpose an obstacle to the ex- 
pansion of business we should regard the situation with the most entire confidence. In 
effect, the works executed on a great scale are now all of a productive character, and in- 
crease in a large degree the annual economies of the country. Capital, in thas multi- 
plying, has developed among us banks and credit, as well as business, and the facility of 
procuring capital is the great lever of industrial activity. The two essential elements 
of wealth, labour and credit, have increased our means of action; and on this head, 
while pronouncing energetically for further progress, we avow our opinion in all sin- 
cerity, that never has France had such large resources at her disposal. It may be aff 
with the utmost confidence that the horizon of the business world presents only re-assur- 
ing prospects. Unfortunately, however, the Janus of the Bourse, like the old Janus, has 
two faces; and if one announces labour and peace the other presages trouble and battles, 
Let us hope that the pacific desires of populations will be understood and carried out.” 

Various dividends are announced by companies engaged in industrial en- 
terprises. Thus the second distribution for 1863 of the Société des Capi- 
talistes Réunis dans un but de Mutualité Industrielle has been fixed at 18s. 
per share. The company carrying on the collieries of F'alnuée, at Cour- 
cellos, has declared a dividend of 12s. 6d. per share for the second half of 1863, The 
company known as the Charbonnages Réunis & Charleroi is paying interest on its shares 
for 1863 at the rate of 8s. per share. The Charbonnages de Courcciles-Nord Company 
is paying 12. per share for 1863. The undertaking conducting the Montigny-sur-Sambre 
blast-furnaces and rolling works announces payment of obligation interest on and after 
March 1. The Bruay Mining Company has been paying this month a dividend of 8s, 
per share in respect to the exercise 1862-3, Thc Société des Mines de la Loire is pay- 
ing 12. per obligation on its obligations. A number of other companies have also an- 
nounced their annual meetings. Thus the Société des Houilltres Réanies & Norn, 
will meet to-morrow (Sunday, of all days in the week) ; the Bonne-Fin Collieries - 
pany, March 7; the United Bonne-Esperance and Bonne-Veine Collierles Company, 
March 9 and 10; the company for manufacturing steel on the Chenot process, March 10; 
the Marcinelle and Couillet Blast-Farnaces, Ironworks, and Collieries Bem 97H 
March 10; the Tegernsée (Bavaria) Coal, Iron, and Lead Mines Company, 14; 
the Membach (Belgium) Zinc and Lead Mines Company, March 15, &e. 

The demand for copper at Paris, Havre, and the principal German mar- 
kets presents little importance; nevertheless, in small orders full prices are 
generally allowed. At Amsterdam, Drontheim copper has made 62 fl, At

mineral (pure standard), 1017, to 1027.; United States (Baltimore), 116/.; ditto, Lake 
Superior, 1207. to 122/7.; Mexican and La Plata in bars, 82/. to 84/.; Russian, 1082. to 
1202. ; old yellow copper, 507. to 587. : and red ditto, 862. fo 877. per ton. At P ‘Eng- 
lish in plates has been quoted 105/.; ditto, tough cake, 105/.; Lake Superior, 1200. ; 
Chilian, 1037, ; Corocoro mineral, 105/.; red rolled, 1087. 4s.; and yellow ditto, 947, 2s, 
per ton. Tin remains neglected on the continental markets, and has displayed a ten- 
dency to lower prices ; at Amsterdam and Rotterdam some sales of Banca have been 
effected at 70 fls., at which price there remained sellers. On the other forefgn markets 
transactions have been very limited. At Paris, Banca is quoted 126/.; Detroit, 1242. ;

the price for Banca has been 1202.; Detroit, 1167. 10s. to 117/.; Peruvian, 922. to 1044. ; 
and Peruvian mineral, 847. per ton. At Hamburg, Berlin, and Cologne soft German lead 
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is obtained with difficulty below previously quoted rates. At Paris business has been 
quiet, but prices have been tolerably firm. The direction of the artillery of the third 
territorial division will put in adjudication, March 3, at Liége, the delivery of 600 tons 
of lead in saumons. At Antwerp, Belgian has brought 19/, 8s. to 197. 16s.; German, 
192. 16s. to 202. ; and Spanish, 19/. 8s. to 197, 12s. per ton. At Paris, Spanish saumons 
have made 22/, 8s.; French, 22/. 4s.; Belgian, 22/7. 4s.; and Belgian, 241. 16s. per ton.

By way of a brief postscript, we may note that an adjudication will take 
place, March 10, at the Ministry of the Interior of the Low Countries, at 
La Haye, for the delivery of six lots of rails, with accessory apparatus. The weight of 
each lot will be 2000 tons, Tenders must be deposited at the Ministry before noon on 
Wednesday, March 9. Altogether, it will be observed that the adjudication will com- 
prise 12,000 tons, so that it must be regarded as rather an important affair. 














REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Fen. 25.—The coal and other trades continue, on the whole, to prosper 
and extend,—the iron and chemical trades especially expand rapidly, and 
all the engine works, &c., onthe Tyne and Wear are fully employed. The 
chemical works of Messrs. Allhusen and Co., near Gateshead, already very 
extensive, are to be much increased during the present year; the erections 
necessary are in progress, and a gigantic chimney, in connection with them, 
has attained aconsiderable height. Several blast-furnaces are to be erected 
at Elswick, and a large chimney is in course of erection for the use of the 
various works in connection with these furnaces, and other erections in 
connection with the various processes of iron making. 

Distarbances are still heard of at many of the collieries in connection 
with the Miners’ Union, and little improvement can be looked for until 
the yearly bindings, which will shortly take place, are disposed of. The 
men are generally hostile to the principle of these yearly agreements, but 
still many are favourable to them, so that it is difficult to determine at 

resent what will be the end of the present agitation in opposition to them, 

ut we are inclined to the opinion that where this has been the custom it 
will be adhered to. With respect to prices, they will, we believe, remain 
at about the present rates; the men are, as a rule, well employed in the 
county of Durham, and are certainly earning good wages; and the state 
of the trade, with the close and kecn competiton that exists for the sale of 
coal, coke, &c., does not warrant, we fancy, any advance at present. In 
Northumberland the case is somewhat different. Some of the steam coal 
collieries, not being well supplied with orders, the men are not so well em- 
ployed, although,when at work, they earnas high wages as the Durham men. 
This state of things in Northumberland will certainly act in some measure 
as a sedative on the Durham men, so that, looking at the whole case, we 
have little doubt that prices for labour will remain at present rates for some 
time to come; this, at any rate, appears at present to be the general im- 

ression, which we have little doubt will be confirmed when the annual 

iring-day arrives. But should the parties disagree respecting the period 
of hiring, irrespective of the rate of prices, such an occurrence would cer- 
tainly be most lamentable, as the merits of that particular subject are hardly 
deserving of grave consideration, much less ought it to form ground for 
serious differences. 
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REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 

Fes. 25.—There is no especial change to notice in the Iron Trade dur- 
ing the week, and until the advent of spring matters are likely to remain 
as at present. Every maker in the district has sufficient orders on the 
books to keep the works going for six weeks or two months, and some are 
even placed for specificationsffor three and four months. Buyers are hold- 
ing back as much aspossible, with the idea that lower prices will be taken, 
but it is quite clear that the ironmasters will not give way—in fact, they 
cannot, in the face of another rise of from 10 to 15 per cent. in the men’s 
wages, and the increased cost of every description of mineral used in the 
manufacture of iron, There is also another important matter to be taken into considera- 
tion, and that is the probability that a large number of skilled workmen will emigrate 
during the next few months. The movement has already commenced on the hil!s, 
and if as many teave this year as Jast, there cannot be a doubt that a serious scarcity 
of hands will be felt. It is reported that the directors of the Mwyndy Iron Ore Com- 
pany (limited) contemplate erecting blast-furnaces on their property at Liantrissant, 
and thus more fully devel the ore d its on the estate: 100,000/. out of 160,0002. 
capital has been expended on the property, and at the last meeting a dividend at the 
rate of 4 per cent. per annum was declared. If the high price of iron should be main- 
tained for a few years, the erection of blast-furnaces cannot fall to give increased divi- 
dends to the shareholders. 

There is an excellent enquiry for both house and steam coal, and activity is to be wit- 
nessed at all the collieries of the district. The wages question is still a bone of conten- 
tion to acertain extent, but the fears of a strike are gradually passing away, as the 
colliers are beginning to see, as I expected they would, that once a breach is made be- 
tween them and their masters, the past history of turn-outs shows conclusively that the 
Jatter will be the victors in the end, It was stated in my last week’s report that the 
Blaina track prosecutions had been removed by the defendants to the Court of Exche- 
quer, and it is sald the cases will be tried at the next Gloucester Assizes. The miners 
of the different districts of the kingdom do not seem to be at all agreed as to the wisdom 
of these prosecutions, nor as to the defence set up at Tredegar by the advocate of the 
Blainacolliers, At a meeting of the Miners’ National Association council, held at Leeds, 
an application was made for assistance to carry on the cases, and after a considerable dis- 
cussion the following resolutions were unanimously passed : —First, “ That the Tredegar 
truck case cannot be entertained, because there has been a want of caution on the partof 
those concerned, especially as the dispute originated in the men leaving work illegally ;” 
secondly, “ That the council desire to inform the public, through the medium of the press, 
thai they have no connection with the trial in the Tredegar case of leaving work with- 
out notice.” These are straightforward statements, and the working men of South Wales, 
especially of Blaina, would do well to take a little advice from their brethren of the North 
of England and Midland Counties before proceeding further. 

Tin-plates are in moderate request at the advanced quotations, and there aro a good 
number of orders in the market. A rise In wages has been granted at several works, 
although the trade can hardly afford it yet. The men employed at Cwmbwria have 
turned out in consequence, as they allege, of their employers dismissing several work- 
men who had taken the initiative in forming a branch of the Union, 

The Taff Vale Wagon Company balf-yearly meeting was held at the White Lion 
Hotel, Bristol, on Tuesday; Mr. Hutchings in the chair, The directors’ report stated 
that a balance of 2391/7. 138. 2d. remained uninvested on Dec. 31, This, with subse- 
quent additions from interest falling due, the directors proposed to invest permanently 
as soon as a suitable opportunity offered. Mr, Crosby Leonard had been elected a di- 
rector in the place of the late Mr. J. D. Poole, and his appointment was submitted for 
the confirmation of the shareholders at the present meeting. Mr. Ford, director, and 
Mr. Hill, auditor, also retired by rotation. The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said the company had 3000/7. invested in the Taff Vale Company at 6 per 
cent. at call, and so long as that company continued those terms, they had better allow 
them to retain the amount. Mr. Eaglesfield seconded the adoption of the report, which 
was agreed to. The election of Mr, Crosby Leonard, as a director, in the place of the 
late Mr. J. D. Poole, was confirmed, and Mr. Ford was re-elected, and also Mr. Hill, 
as the auditor. 

The following dividends have been declared for the past half-year on local railway 
stocks and shares :—Taff Vale at the rate of 10 per cent. perannum, Valeof Neath 4 per 
cent., Rbymney 3 per cent., and Lanelly 244 per cent. 

Arrangements are in progress with the view of shipping a large quantity of Aberdare 
coalat Newport. Those interested in the prosperity of that port have always looked 
forward to this as the natural result of the opening of the Aberdare brauch of the Great 
Western, and the expectations formed as to an increase in the trade of the port are 
likely to be soon realised. 

On Friday a meeting of puddlers, rollers, &c., took place on the Aberdare mountain, 
when a deputation attended from the central committee of the National Association of 
Puddlers, Several speakers dwelt upon the advantages that would result from the esta- 
blishment of branches in different parts of the kingdom, and it was resolved that lodges 
should be at once opened at Dowlais and Aberdare, and in other localities, as soon as the 
necessary arrangements could be made. 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, the last examination and discharge 
sitting was held in re David Thomas, late of Trevethin, colliery proprietor. Mr. Abbot 
and Mr. Blakey app d for the assig , and Mr. Henderson for the bankrupt. Mr. 
Abbot applied to the Court to dismiss the petition which had been filed by the bank- 
rupt, on the ground that all the secnrities were not set out in it. Mr. Henderson said 
he should like to examine the bankrupt as to whether the facts mentioned by Mr. 
Abbot were not known to the assignees at the last meeting. Mr. Abbotand Mr. Blakey 
replied that the assignees were not aware of the fact et the last meeting, Mr. Ilender- 
son maintained that an omission in an t filed when a man was in gaol should be 
shown to be wilful. He dwelt upon the hardship which such acourseas dismissing the 
petition would entail upon the bankrupt. His Honour observed that, when the ques- 
tion was brought before the Court, judicial notice must betaken of it. Mr. Abbot, in 
reply to his Honour, said that the assignees of Thomas Thomas were also assignees of 
the present bankrupt, although they had, to a certain extent, an adverse interest. His 
Honour said he doubted the propriety of the position of the assignees. Mr. Abbot, in 
answer to Mr. Henderson, stated that the assignees made the application to dismiss 
the petition. His Honour said that the general order bearing on the matter had his 
own signature to it. The petition mnst, therefore, be dismissed 

















Tue ABERAMAN BortreR Expiosion.— The inquest was opened on 
Friday, at the Boot Hotel, before Mr. Overton, coroner for the district, 
and a respectable jury. The coroner and jury visited the scene of the ac- 
cident and inspected the exploded boilers, and on their return Mr, J. Naysmith, the ma- 
nager of the works, was sworn, and gave formal evidence as to the number killed, &e. 
The enquiry was then adjourned to Thursday, March 3, Mr. Thos. Evans, the Govern- 
ment Inspector of Mines, was at the works on the same day, making a minute examina- 
tion into all matters connected with the explosion, and it is expected that some engineer 
of standing will be directed to report to the coroner’s jury as to the cause of the accident. 
Two of the injured men have died, making eleven fatal cases from this fearful accident, 
and itis unfortunate to relate that the majority were married, and had large families de- 

t upon them. It is still asserted that the immediate cause of the accident was 
that the engineman neglected to open the valves when both the mill and blast engine 
were stopped. 


The Tin-Plate Trade in the neighbourhood of Swansea is unusually 








Messrs. Leach, Flower, and Co., will commence operations very shortly. 
These fine works, from their position, derive many advantages which few, 
if any, of the neighbouring works can command. We understand that 
they are capable of turning out 1200 boxes of finished plates weekly. 


At present, though ali the principal works are in brisk operation, the 
lull which exists in the iron markets begins to make itself manifest on the 
Welsh hills. There is no dearth of spirit visible; but the masters seem 
to be slackening their commercial pace, and the disposition to commence 
new work and engage in new speculations appears on the wane, The workmen—col- 
liers, firemen, &c.—will commence working at an advance of 10 per cent. on their pre- 
sent wages in the course of another week or so. The coiliers of the Aberdare valley, 
where the quantity of coal raised in 1863 was two million and a quarter tons, are work- 
ing peacefully, accepting the 2d. per ton advance they are to have in March, but han- 
kering after the other penny, which, as they say, would put them in possession of the 
“old price.” In the Rhondda Valley, where the employed appear bitherto to have been 
privileged to govern their employers, the men are just completing their month's “notice, 
and what is to follow time alone can reveal. Delegates from the puddlers and firemen 


Aberdare Mountuin, on Friday last. 
stump-orator, occupled the chair, and delivered a most fervid oration on the wrongs of 
the working-man. Mr. Kane, on behalf of the Central Committee of the National As- 
sociation of Puddlers, &c., at Gateshead, afterwards aadressed the delegates, urging the 
advantages likely to accrue from the establishment of b hes of the jation he 
represented throughout the manufacturing districts. It was ultimately resolved, at the 
close, that a branch should be established at the Forge Hammer, Dowlais, and one at 
the Globe Inn, Aberdare ; others to followin due season. The damage done to the Aber- 
aman Ironworks by the lamentable boiler explosion which happened there last week, 
and by which twelve persons (inal!) have lost their lives, is likely to be repaired sooner 
than was expected. The three blast furnaces had only just been run out when the acci- 
dent occurred, and, as they had not been re-filled, the process of clearing them out was 
not so dificult as might be supposed ; moreover, they were already in a bad condition, 
and, even if the accident had not occurred, they would shortly have been blown out— 
one at a time, probably —for repairs. The damage done to the forge will most likely 
be completely repaired in the course of a fortnight or three weeks, for on Monday last 
as many hands as could be serviceably employed were set to work, and the necessary 
castings, &c., have been sent for to Mr. Balley’s Nant-y-Glo works. There is a good 
stock of pigs at Aberman, and the puddiers and mill-men are, therefore, only waiting 
the completion of repairs in their own department to resume operations. At the inquest 
on the bodies of the unfortunate victims, which was formally opened at the Boot Hotel, 
Aberdare, on Friday last, and afterwards adjourned till Tharsday, March 3, a good deal 
of valuable evidence relative to boilers, safety-valves, &c., will, no doubt, be given. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAPF ORDSHIRE. 


Fes, 25,—The Iron Trade of both districts of this county continues in 
the peculiar state previously noticed. The large orders given out at the 
end of last year, and the beginning of the present quarter, are being gra- 
dually executed, though a good many remain to be completed, some at the 
low prices before the advances. ‘The larger manufacturers have, generally, 
sufficient orders, but the smaller makers are running short, and are ac- 
cepting 5s. per ton, in some cases 10s., below the trade rates, to which the 
leading makers, however, firmly adhere. Still the impression is general 
that there is a really ample demand, and that buyers are only holding back 
in the hope of placing orders lower. No doubt large orders have gone to 
the Belgian houses for countries which might otherwise have sent to this 
country for iron, and a good deal of Belgian iron has been sold in Eng- 
land. By the last advices, however, it is stated that prices have been 
raised there 15s. per ton, owing to the accumulation of orders on the books, 
so that we may expect the current which has been setting in that direction 
to turn this way. ‘The demand for the North American States continues 
good, and to that the improvement experienced at the close of the year is 
mainly due. From the export tables it appears that whilst in 1861 the 
total value of the iron exported to the States was 62,397/., In 1862 it was 150,874J., but 
last year it reached the total of 242,3237. A great increase in the exports to the States 
also appears in almost every branch of our exports. Pig-Iron is not selling to any large 
extent, and some five blast-furnaces have been,or are soon tobe, blown out. Prices are 
lower if sales are to be effected, but the leading makers are firm, and the market is not 
in a position to make quotations of any value. 

The Hardware Trades are moderately good, but In most branches of cheap goods the 
demand is quieter, as merchants are unwilling to pay the higher prices which the ad- 
vances in metals have rendered necessary. On the whole, there is a lull in trade, and a 
week or two will determine whether, as many anticipate, we shall have a renewal of 
the pressure of the end of last year, or whether a fall in price will take place. The 
workinen, who are getting very high wages, are disposed to be awkward, and the thin- 
coal colliers decided to ask for a further advance of 3d, per day, and notice was pretty 
generally given by the miners in the Walsall, Wolverhampton, and Willenhall districts, 
on Saturday last. The masters at once began to prepare to close the pits, and in some 
cases the men have withdrawn the notice, This is certainly a strange period for asking 
for an advance in wages, for though the demand for coal is just now very brisk, owing 
to the coincidence of cold weather with the activity at the ironworks, one source of the 
demand must soon yield to the advance of the season, whilst the permanence of the other 
is at least somewhat doubtful. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, ano LANCASHIRE, 


Fes, 25.—The Iron Trade in these counties continues exceedingly 
good, and the extent to which business is done affords undeniable proof of 
its general activity. The anticipated reduction in the Bank rate, which 
was Officially announced on Thursday, has added to the demand, though 
great caution is exercised in speculative purchases. The demand for rails 
is very active, as is also the enquiry for plates and bars. There is no 
abatement in the activity of the armour-plate trade, the manufacturers 
being in possession of orders which will keep them going for a consider- 
able time. The Coal Trade is maintained in the same state of activity 
which has characterised it for the past few months, and the demand is in- 
creasing for the London and Eastern markets. Unfortunarely, this state 
ot prosperity is likely to be marred by the conduct of some sections of the 
men, who are seeking for an advance of wages, and a restriction in the 
hours of labour. The men employed at the Oaks Colliery, Barnsley, have struck work, 
and are receiving support from the Union. The Masters’ Association have met, and de- 
termined to do all in their power to upset the Union, and terminate the strike. They 
bave given notice that after the expiration of 28 days they will not employ any men be- 
longing to the Union, so that if the men should persist there will be a general lock-out, 
The strike at the Carr House Pit, near Rotherham, still continues, and is likely to do 
so. On Monday a number of the men went to the pit,and threatened to smash the ma- 
chinery, unless their d Is were Jed to,and prevent anyone else working. On 
Tuesday a few men who had come from Barnsley commenced work, and at night a body 
of about 20 turn-outs went to the house and forcibly dragged them out of their lodgings, 
and severely beat them, threatening them with their lives if they went to the pit again. 
The men are unable to leave their bed. Sixteen of the turn-outs have been apprehended, 
on suspicion of being concerned in this outrage. A paid agent of the men has been lec- 
turing this week in Rotherham, on the advantages of miners’ associations, and contend- 
ing that the men on strike had just reason to complain. 

We intimated last week that the firm of Messrs. John Brown and Co., of the Atlas 
Armour-plates Works, had been formed into a limited liability company. We hear the 
company consists of only a few gentlemen, the greater part of them being the same per- 
sons who have purchased the Staveley Works of Mr. Barrow. The policy of such a 
step is undoubted, and the trade of both these great works will be increased thereby.

MANCHESTER GEOLOGICAL SocreTy.—A meeting of this society was 
held at the Museum, Peter-street, on Tuesday (Mr. A. Knowles, the Pre- 
sident, in the chair). Mr. Joseph Dickinson presented specimens of rocks 
which he had taken from the tunnel at Mont Cenis. He explained at some 
length the geological formation of the mountain, and said that the rocks appeared to be 
metamorphic, and as yet the workings had not touched any granite. The commonest 
stone was a sort of chlorite schist; there were also large masses of quartz and limestone, 
but the most interesting specimens he possessed were of the coal (anthracite) that was 
found associated with these metamorphic rocks. Between Modane and St. Michel this 
coal was being worked to supply the district. It was as irregular in thickness as the 
rocks, and it dipped in such a variety of directions that it was impossible to say which 
was the floor of the deposit, and which was the roof, He exafhined some of the seams, 
but could not find any traces of stigmaria ficoides. Neither the limestone nor any of 
the rocks in the neighbourhood were strat'fied.—Mr,. J. Atkinson (one of the hon, se- 
cretaries) read a paper by Mr. John Taylor, “ On the Drift Deposits in the neighbour- 
hood of Crewe.” The paper described the results of a series of investigations in the 
Great Cheshire plain, principally in the neighbourhood of Crewe. An acquaintance of 
underlying strata could only be made by an examination of well-borings, and it was, to 
a great extent, from this source that Mr. Taylor had obtained his facts. He found that 
the strata were remarkabie for the vast number of shells they contained. In the upper 
beds, at Northwich, lian remains, including an elephant’s tooth, has been found, 
and, at Barthomley, fragments of fllnts had been discovered, which bore marks of having 
been chipped.— Mr. J. Plant said he thought the paper showed there was a striking dis- 
similarity between the character of that drift and the drift around Manchester, though 
it must have belonged to the same great valley in which was deposited the drift from 
Liverpool to Shrewsbury.—Mr. Hull and Mr. Atkinson said that they thought there 
was no great difference between the beds described hy Mr. Taylor and those at Man- 
chester. ~The proceedings then terminated.
